CHICAGO, July 22—Accept- 
ance under protest of the United 
States railway labor board’s wage 
decision was decided upon at an 
executive conference here tonight 
by all of the sixteen recognized 
railroad unions, except one, it 
was announced following the 
meeting, by Timothy Shea, grand 
chief of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Engineers. 

The one exception was the 
Brotherhood of Railway Tele- 
graphers, which referred the! 
award to its membership together 
with a strike proposition. The 
fifteen other organizations decid- 
ed they would renew their case 
before the labor board.

Increases Askéd By U.S. Railroads 
—Wage Award Estimated at 
$626,000,000 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—To Provide | 
the additional revenue necessary to meet 
$600,000,000 increase in wages awarded by 
the railroad labor board, the railroads of 
the United States proposed today to the 
Interstate Commerce commission that pas- 
senger rates be advanced 20 per cent and 
freight rates 9.12 per cent in addition ta 
the 27.6 per cent previously requested. 
They also proposed that a surcharge of 
560 per cent be made on Pullman fares, 
that excess baggage rates be increased 20 
per cent and that milk tariffs be increased 
to the same level as freight rates. 

Shouid tie increases proposed today and 
those previously asked for be granted in! 
full, existing freight rates would be ad- 
vanced 36.0 per cent and the country’s 
freight bill would be increased by $1,355, - 
370,675. The total which would be added 
to the passenger revenue under the rail- 
way executives’ plan would be $233,827,982 
annually. Pullman charges would go up 
$43,639,089, and excess baggage charges 
would’ be advanced by $1,420,995. 

The plan presented by the railway cx- 
ecutives disclosed that they have estimated 
the wage award at approximately $626,000, - 
000, instead of the $600,000,000 figured by 
the labor board. 

Alfred P. Thom, general counsel of the 
Association of Railway Executives, ex- 
plained that the $26,000,000 gdditional was 
figured on the basis of overtime allowance 
provided in the award,

Moving a reduction in the salaries 
of the chief secretary's department for the 
purpose of calling attention to the govern- 
ment's Irish policy. T. P. O'Connor de- 
ciare dthat nobody had dome more than Sir 
Edward Carson, the Ulster Uniontst 
leader, to create an extremist party in Ire- 
land, and he suggested that it pas the 
Uister movement which turned the mind of 
Germany in favor of war.

Was associated with ciiterization. 

Extensive restoration of the teeth by 
means of bridgework was known and 
practised, the method and appliances vary- 
ing according to locality in which the 
specimens now extant were discevered. 
In ancient Greece this work was well ad- 
vanced and universally recognized, and 
there is a clause in the ancient Roman 
laws to the effect that gold in the teeth 
of persons deceased remain untouched in 
the burial. 

The Etruscans appear to have been the 
| Moat advanced in prosthesis. The various 
dental appliances found in Etruscan toanbs 
prove that among these people the dental 
art had achieved a high position. In the 
museum of Pope Julius at Rome there is 
a dental appliance ‘which was excavated 
in a tomb near by, that consists of a series 
of four gold rings meant apparently to 
encircle the canine, two bicuspids and the 
first molar teeth, the third ging being 
crossed by a bar riveted at each end to 
hold an artificial tooth. 

Artificial teeth were made from bone and 
ivory from the teeth of animals, and it | 
is evident from specimens excavated that 
the teeth of one person after being ex- 
tracted and fined were used te fill the oral 
cavity of another patient whose missing 
teeth caused him embarrassment. These 
teeth were inserted principally fer an 
ornament, as no method had apparently 
.been devised where an extensive restora- 
tion would be used to masticate food with 
apy degree of comfort. 

A still more interesting epectmen of 
Etruscan dentistry is now in the Civic 
museum at Corneto of the Necropolis of 
Tarquinii, and consists of three teeth, or 
more properly four abutment attachments 
and three supplies, the attachments being 
gold rings and the teeth supplied being 
the central incisors and bieuspid. The two 
central incisors are made from a single ox 
tooth grooved down to give it the appear- 
ance of two upper central intisors, 

As time went on dentistry improved in 
its methods and its resotts; although dur- 
ing the earlier part of its development 
charms and incantations were freely ad- 
vised and practised to alleviate its attend- 
ant pain. i 

Much of this work wae done by phy- 
sicians, apothecaries, etc., doubtlees due to 
the fact that in the early ages of civiliza- 
tion coarse fooda were the rule, and much 
of this was eaten uncooked, necessitating 
a thorough mastication and, in conse- 
quence, a mechanical cleansing of the 
teeth, which tended to keep them from 
decay. There was vot much filling done, 
In fact, in most é6kulls examined dating 
back to forgotten eras those teeth in which 
cavities were found showed them to have 
been caused for the most part by break- 
ing or fracturing of tbe tooth structure, 
consequent on the mastication of hard, 
tough foods rather than by the bacterial 
infections of the present day.

‘To many it seems still 
as great a truth as it was thought to be 
when that forgotten auge of the long ago 
noted the smoothness of the stones tum- 
bled by the eurf along Hellenic shores, and 
Nke the objects from which he drew his 
figure, set the saying rolling down the 
centuries, 

And then ome of these long pitied rolling 
stones crossed an ocean a nd discovered 
America. After a little more than two 
monthe of rolling to the West he gathered 
more moss than all the rest of the world 
jhad picked up dn as many centuries. 
Followed the Pilgrim Fathers to gather 
still more moss or, as Washington Irving ; 
has observed, to completely controvert the 
thine-honored proverb. 

Bince that day a great portion of the 
world’s peoples bave been busy rolling, 
proving the utter fallacy of the eaying. 
Today half the globe is awheel gathering 
moss. Yet the warning lives on, tg fre- 
quently quoted, largely believed in, But 
was it not ever fallacious? For, whether 
we interpret “moe” to mean tangible 
riches or plensure’s treasure; whetrer we 
paraphrase it to mean “gold” or 
“thoughts,” the rolling stone has at all 
times and in all places had hig reward. 
Indeed it was a e#tro)] along the seashore 
—a more or less pretentious departure 
from his abode-—that éaused tht father of 
the proverb to first voice bis thoughts.—

Fashion Hints 


HAND TUCKS FOR FINE 
MATERIAIS 


Many times the most perfectly done 
| machine tuckings ‘will be out of place 
on a garment and the work must be 
done by hand to achieve the desired 
|resulgé. Take chiffon, georgette, and 
the fine materials for lingerie end 
babies clothes—one can't imagine ma- 
chine tucking on these materials. 

The material should be pressed per- 
fectly smooth and a right start made. 
When ready to lay a tuck, be sure and 
mee that the warp and ‘woof threads 
crom@ exactly, elsqg each succeeding 
tuck will be on more of a slant and 
the work will have to be taken out. 

Cardboard about the weight of a 
calling card makes a good marker and 
the twidth of the tuck and the epace 
between must be clearly marked or 
the oard clipped at these points. 

Let éhe work rest on a iapboard or 
table, and in using the card he sure 
to keep the edgq of % paratel to the 
straight edge of the cloth. Sometimes 
tucks can be marked heautifully on 
the machine. The folded edge of the 
tuck is laid, then a gauge is set on the 
machine, with the width of the tuck 
e@paced between the needie and the 
gauge. Then the thread és removed 
and the folded edge of the material 
laid parallel with and close to the 
gauge, and the machine run, keeping 
the folded edge so it just touches the 
gauge all the way. You will not only 
have the width evenly marked, but 
you witi have a guide for your stitches 
in the amarks made by the needle. 

Use needle and thread sultable to 
the weight of the meterial and start 
either by making a small knot and let- 
ting it come on the wrong aide, or else 
take several tiny stitches, one over the

Shell tucking is wonderfuly attrac- 


tive when done on any very thin 
fabric—net for instance.

Aak anybody, peasant or politician, 
who rules Rumania, and he will look 
at you with eyes wide open in sur- 
prise, and gay: “Why, the queen, of 


course,”* 

Queen M fe the scene a@hifter, 
the silken and, tae power be- 
hind the throne of King Ferdinand 
every minute. Since she came out 
from England, nearly twenty-five 
years ago, she haa been learning this 
trade of being queen, and now she 
has been at it for more than five 
years, in place of Carmen 6ytva, and 
she has mado it her business to know 
her country and her people. 

Sho aspires to be a queen in every 
sense, and sne is quite willing to take 
the duties of the job ag its pleasures. 
As for its pleasures she geta all the 
fun she can gout of it, dresses aa well 
ag she can, to enhance her beauty, 
which is famous. 

“If a queen goes around srabdby 
and red nosed, it makes a great dea) 
of difference, I think,” she said. “It’s 
not expected of us, and g9 why should 
I do it? I felt rather mortified 
when in Paria, just after the armis- 
ties and I had to attend receptioss 
frequented by all the beauties of the 
world, and wes not able to wear 
some of my splendid jewels, wich 
had been sent to Moscow. To think 
that I had four or five crowns, some 
of them inherited from my Russian 
mother, and not a one to wear in 
Paris!’ 

That the queen ie quite willing to 
shoulder the duties of queendom 4s 
testified to by thousands of men and 
women who met her during the Ger- 
man occupation of Rumania. As a 
red cross nurse ahe was visiting the 
hospital of the incurables at Jassy. 
When she and the surgeon reacued 
the door of the hopeless. “There's no 
need of you going in there, it ia too 
dangerous,” said the surgeon, “They 
are dying, -it is my duty,” answered 
the queen. Just after she entered the 
queen heard a dying soldier calling 
for his wife. Without a word the 
queen walked over to the bed of the 
typhus victim, saying, ‘Here I am,” 
and knelt down and embraced the 
man, who died in her arms, happy. 

The queen ia a practical queen, 
In the same city of Jassy, this fact 
was discovered and when the mayor 
wanted to get the snow cleared from 
the streets, he timidly applied to the 
queen for help. “Why, bless you, of 
course I will help,” said the queen, 
and she led the gang of snow shovel- 
ers.

Experiments recently carried 
out in New Zealand show that money

One 
dollar bill yielded no dewer than 
901,820,000 bacteria, and the average

Only twice eince that day, 
1871, has a cnallenging 
yacht crossed the finishing lne 
the defending boat. On Sep- 
1895, Valkyrie III. after 
finished one 
minute and,.16 seconds ahead of the) 
American boat and on October 4, 
1901, Shamrock IL finished two sec- 
onds ahead of Columbia but lost to 
the defender by virtue of conceding 
42 seconde time allowance, 

In the races of 1876, 1881, 1885, 
1886 and 1887, the contests were de- 
cided on the basis of the two best/ 
out of threo races, From 1893 to the! 
last race in 1903 the agreement was 
for the best three out of five races. 

On only three occasions hag one 
of the competing yachts for the 
America’s cup failed to finish.In the 
last race of the 1895 conte-t, Valkyrie 
III. withdrew immediately after cros- 
sing tae starting line. On October 17! 
1899, Shamrock lost her topmast and} 
withdrew in the second race of that 
year and on September 3, 1903, Sham-! 
rock III, did not finish in the final! 
race of the @eries as she wag al- 
ready beaten and nad nothing ‘to gain 
by continuing, 

Just once in the history of the cup 
races hag a competing yacht been 
disqualified. This was in the second 
race of the series of 1895, when Lord 
Dunraven's Valkyrie TI. was diequali-| 
fied for fouling defender. | 

The faatest time ever made in a! 
race for tie America's cup is credited 
to the old schooner Columbia. On| 
October 18, 1871, the day before she 
was defeated by Livonia, she mailed 
20 mileg leeward and windward 40 
mileg in all in 3 hours, 1 minute and! 
33 seconds. It mugt not be inferred, | 
however, that the Columbia was the 
fastest yacat that ever sailed for the 
cup. There is no method for de-| 
termining the relative speed of two 
or more boats other than by the re- 
sults of a race in which they eail 
together. When Columb!a made the 
fast time referred to undoubtedly 
the conditions of the wind, weather 
and sea were most favorable.
